To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Plainfield: — 

In  compliance  with  statute  requirements  we  make 
our  annual  report.  Out  of  mercy  for  the  printer  and  tax- 
payer, we  have  concluded  to  reduce  the  volume  of  our  ad- 
visory comments  below  the  usual  space;  and  as  the  great- 
er portion  of  our  advice  contained  in  the  last  annual  re- 
port still  applies  to  the  general  condition  of  our  schools, 
and  was  given  you  by  the  same  individual  ofificers,  we 
would  respectfully  invite  you  to  a  re-perusal  of  the  same, 
as  a  substitute  for  extended  general  comments  at  this 
time. 

At  the  present  writing,  while  the  Legislature  has  un- 
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cicr  ad\'i.senient  several  measures  affecting  our  school 
laws,  we  feel  that  any  advice  touching  upon  the  subject 
of  the  continuance  of  the  present  "town  system, "so  called, 
would  be  deemed  superfluous.  Regardless  of  what  action 
may  be  taken  in  the  premises  by  the  General  Court,  we 
feel  entirely  safe  in  saying  that  the  system  has,  on  the 
w  hole,  w  orked  advantageously  from  the  beginning;  and, 
while  ha\  ing  to  start  against  the  strong  tide  of  popular 
disfaxor,  has  gradually  worked  its  way  into  favor  to  the 
extent  that  we  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that, 
should  opportunity  offer,  any  attempt  to  return  to  the  old 
s}'stem,  would  be  a  grave  mistake,  and  one  which,  if  suc- 
cessful, would  be  greatly  regretted  b}-  both  parents  and 
scholars,  and  a  step  backward. 

Our  scIkk^Is  have  grown  steadih'  better  in  general 
tone,  from  the  first,  and,  although  we  may  not  always  be 
able  to  report  quite  as  many  weeks,  we  feel  that  our 
schools  ha\  e  been  improved  in  other  wa)\s  enough  to 
more  than  compensate  for  the  loss,  if  any,  in  this  direc- 
tion. If  we  may  be  allowed  to  testify  as  experts  in  the 
case,  knowing  the  situation  in  all  its  phases  more  inti- 
mate!}' than  the  casual  observer  possibly  can,  we  advise 
}-ou  to  stand  b\'  the  town  system  as  we  now  find  it,  as 
connected  with  the  free  text-book  system,  and  if  you  se- 
rioush'  feel  that  we  are  mistaken,  by  all  means  take  it  up- 
on yourseh'es  to  \'isit  )'our  schools  and  carefulh'  sift  the 
matter,  and  determine  for  3'ourselves. 

We  hax'c  expended  for  the  books  and  supplies  since 
the  beginning  of  the  winter  terms  in  the  fall  of  1889, 
about  S300,  a  sum  wdiich,  standing  by  itself  may  seem 
large,  is  reallx'  considerably  under  what  would  have  been 
paid  by  indi\'iduals  covering  the  same  time,  and  we  know 
that  classes  hax  e  been  much  better  supplied  than  former!}'. 

In  conclusion  we  say  briefl}%  watch  }'our  schools; 
keep  the  management  of  your  School  Board  guarded  by 
constant  and  close  scrutiny;  do  not  become  lukewarm  in 
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the  matter  of  attending  school  meeting;  do  not  lock  up 
}-our  wallets  and  take  to  the  w  oods  whenever  }'ou  learn 
that  an  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  to  raise 
additional  school  money.  '  Wage  incessant  warfare 
against  the  ever-present  illiteracy  with  which  you  are  in 
constant  contact,  and  feel  that  \'ou  are  performing  the 
most  profound  Christian  duty  that  can  fall  to  your  lot. 

The  end  of  the  present  school  \'ear  finds  us  at  the  end 
of  our  terms  of  office;  and,  in  retiring,  we  wish  to  return 
our  thanks  to  citizens  and  .scholars  who  have  labored 
zealously  with  us  for  the  achievement  of  the  best  possible 
results.  We  have  been  keenly  alive  to  the  delicate  re- 
sponsibilities resting  upon  us,  and  have  endeavored  to 
perform  our  duties  as  they  came  to  us  in  accordance  with 
that  sentiment.  Whatever  of  defect  you  may  have  dis- 
cerned in  the  performance  of  our  labors  please  attribute 
to  causes  at  work  prior  to  our  appearance  upon  earth. 
We  have  done  the  best  we  could  w  ith  the  limited  natural 
resources  with  which  we  were  endowed  in  the  beginning. 

Again  returning  sincere  thanks  for  past  favors,  we  re- 
tire peaceabl}',  and  "bespeak  a  liberal  patronage  for  the 
new  firm."

To  the  inhabitants  of  school  district  of  Plainfield: — 

The  statute  requires  the  School  Board  to  make  out  a 
report,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  of  the  financial  affairs  and 
the  general  condition  of  the  schools.  You  will  see  the 
amount  of  money  paid  for  teachers  each  term,  also  the 
amount  for  supplies  paid  out  of  the  school  money  for  ar- 
ticles for  the  schools,  such  as  wood,  brooms,  pails,  dippers, 
&c.,  also  the  costs  of  repairs,  and  for  supplies  for  books, 
charts,  &c.  Now  you  may  think  these  sums  some  of 
them  large,  but  if  you  will  take  into  consideration  the 
number  of  scholars  in  the  district,  and  the  number  of  dif- 
ferent studies  each  scholar  pursues,  you  will  see  it  is  not 
a  very  large  sum  for  each. 

In  regard  to  the  condition  of  our  schools,  as  a  whole 
we  think  they  have  made  good  advancement  in  the  stud- 
ies pursued.  Your  Board  feel  that  the  teachers  have  en- 
deavored to  do  their  duty  to  the  scholars  entrusted  to 
their  care.  We  think  if  the  parents  would  visit  the 
schools  and  by  so  doing  it  would  add  much  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  scholars  and  the  schools.  Also,  the  inhabitants 
know  that  the  epidemic  which  has  prevailed  this  winter 
has  been  much  more  severe  than  ever  known  before  in 
our  town,  and  it  has  been  hard  for  scholars  and  teachers 
to  do  what  they  would  like  to  have  done  under  other  cir- 
cumstances. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  inhabitants  raise 
more  money  than  the  law  requires  of  them,  and  think 
they  should  raise  money  for  repairs  as  there  are  school- 
houses  which  should  have  new  floors  and  desks  and  seats. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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in  reviewing  the  past  school  year  and  summing  up 
the  results,  we  are  not  perfectly  satisfied.  Many  of  the 
schools  have  been  all  that  we  could  expect,  parents, 
teachers,  and  scholars  having  labored  in  harmony  and 
sympathy,  making  the  schools  an  intellectual  and  moral 
success. 

The  Meriden  school  has  been  divided,  and  after  wit- 
nessing the  progress  made  under  the  division,  we  are 
more  than  satisfied  with  the  result. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  increased  interest  of  the 
parents.  One  register  notes  83  visits  during  the  school 
year.  Children  are  encouraged  by  parents  manifesting 
interest  in  their  work;  and  we  w^ish  we  could  say  some- 
thing in  this  connection  that  would  stimulate  parents  and 
guardians  to  see  to  it  that  the  children  under  their  care 
are  present  during  the  entire  day  of  every  day  of  the 
school  year.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  loss  that  a 
child  sustains  by  being  absent  one  or  two  days  in  a  week; 
for  he  not  only  loses  all  interest  in  his  work,  but  gets  be- 
hind his  class,  which  adds  to  the  labors  of  the  teacher, 
and  his  discouragement;  and  unless  he  puts  forth  great 
effort,  the  scholar  takes  on  a  don't-care  mood,  making 
the  entire  term  a  loss  to  him,  and  he  is  a  great  hindrance 
to  the  school. 

A  scholar's  time  ought  to  be  held  sacred  to  his  school 
work  during  school  time,  and  nothing  but  sickness  come 
between  him  and  his  work.  We  would  recommend  that 
the  district  provide  for  the  expenditure  of  not  less  than 
$1800  for  schools  the  coming  year,  and  not  less  than  $200 
for  repairing  school  buildings.

We  beg  leave  to  present  our  annual  report  of  our  do- 
ings for  the  year  now  closed.  We  are  aware  that  the 
principal  desire  on  the  part  of  the  average  voter,  in 
scanning  the  annual  school  report,  is  to  see  what,  in  the 
briefest  space  possible,  has  been  done  with  the  money 
entrusted  to  the  hands  of  the  Board.  We  are  also  aware 
that  a  large  majority  of  citizens  never  read  the  comments 
and  suggestions  that  are  expected  to  accompany  the 
report.  We  are  also  aware  that  to  another  class,  the 
omission  of  comments  or  suggestions,  or  such  abbrevia- 
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tion  as  would  amount  to  practical  omission,  would  be 
construed  to  indicate  a  arrowing  lack  of  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  sch(jols,  and  a  consequent  severity  of  cen- 
sure therefor  would  be  dealt  out  upon  the  heads  of  the 
Board  that  should  attempt  to  labor  in  the  line  of  econo- 
my by  cutting  down  the  printer's  bill. 

We  therefore  aim  to  hit  upon  the  impossible  but 
"happy  mean"  that  will  please  everybody.  The  sub- 
stantial facts  are  presented  in  a  compact  and  lucid  form 
by  districts.  We  have  labored  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
to  secure  the  best  possible  condition  by  placing  the  teach- 
ers in  the  especial  schools  to  which  they  seemed  to  be 
adapted.  Seven  years  of  experience  on  the  part  of  the 
Chairman  of  your  Board  convinces  him  that  the  question 
of  adapting  the  peculiarities  of  the  several  trachers  avail- 
able to  the  carefully-considered  needs  of  the  different 
districts  is  of  more  importance  than  is  generally  supposed. 

While  it  is  an  unpleasant  fact  that  some  districts  con- 
tain scholars  that  seem  to  require  a  course  of  Corbettiza- 
tion,  and  \^'ould  require  a  teacher  with  the  main  attribute 
of  a  quality  that  would  preserve  order  at  all  hazards  and 
be  successful  in  the  proper  sphere,  the  same  person  would 
be  a  total  failure  elsewhere.  We  have  also  learned  that 
teachers  are  "born,  not  made,"  as  a  rule,  and  we  aim  to 
secure  this  class  to  the  extent  of  the  means  at  hand.  As 
a  rule,  we  feel  like  speaking  a  word  of  praise  for  the  work 
done  during  the  year  by  our  teachers;  and  we  know  that, 
in  most  cases,  they  have  endeavored  to  earn  the  wages 
paid,  and  the  parents  have  been  well  satisfied.  VVe  do 
not  expect  to  live  long  enough  to  witness  a  year  without 
exceptions  to  this  rule.  The  Black  Hill  school  is  still  in 
session,  and  of  course  we  are  unable  to  give  the  names  of 
scholars  there  that  may  be  entitled  to  be  placed  on  the 
roll  of  honor.

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past  year  has  been  fairly  good,  although  some  of  our  regis- 
ters are  defaced  with  absent  and  tardy  marks.  These  form 
the  greatest  hindrance  to  good  school  work.  This  seems  to 
be  a  fault  which  some  are  slow  to  recognize.  The  fault  lies 
somewhere  and  should  be  remedied.  It  has  been  the  aim  of 
your  School  Board,  as  far  as  possible  to  procure  teachers  of 
experience,  who  were  thoroughly  competent  to  carry  out  im- 
proved methods  of  school  work.  We  can  not  enter  into  a 
detailed  account  of  the  work  of  each,  but  to  such  as  have 
been  seccessful  we  would  say  that  we  shall  ever  be  pleased 
to  give  them  such  assistance  in  their  chosen  vocation  as  may 
be  in  our  power.  We  earnestly  entreat  parents  to  occasion- 
ally visit  their  schools  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  know- 
ledge of  what  is  being  done,  thereby  showing  an  interest, 
which  cannot  fail  to  encourage  both  teacher  and  scholar. 

Much  might  be  said  on  the  benefits  of  such  a  course. 

We  urge  upon  parents  the  necessity  of  impressing  upon 
the  minds  of  their  children  the  importance  of  taking  as  good 
care  of  books  and  other  school  supplies  furnished  by  the 
town,  as  they  would  if  purchased  with  their  own  money. 
Much  fault  (and  not  without  cause)  is  found  with  this  feature 
of  our  school  affairs. 

The  winter  schools  are  still  in  session  and  we  are  unable 
to  give  the  names  of  scholars  that  might  be  entitled  to  have 
their  names  placed  on  the  roll  of  honor.

We  trust  that  our  citizens  will  not  be  led  into  the  error 
of  assuming  that  the  length  or  brevity  of  our  comments 
upon  the  educational  standing  of  our  schools,  governs  in 
deciding  in  your  minds  as  to  the  actual  worth  of  the 
schools  mamtained  for  the  past  year. 

To  the  pupils  we  wish  to  say,  as  we  have  had  occasion 
to  individually,  you  have  in  the  main  shown  an  increased 
degree  of  interest  in  attendance  and  school  work,  and  we 
beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  our  citizens  to  the  "roll 
of  honor"  included  in  this  report,  which  we  think  contains 
the  largest  number  of  names  reported  for  several  years. 

Our  teachers  have  in  the  main  been  successful  in  their 
work.  Your  Board  acknowledge  that  mistakes  have  bee(n 
made  in  the  selection  of  teachers,  but  are  consoled  by  the 
belief  that  the  person  who  has  not  made  mistakes  would 
be  hard  to  find.  However,  most  of  our  teachers  have 
been  faithful  and  painstaking,  and  have  labored  for  the 
best  interests  of  their  pupils.  We  regret  to  say  that  some 
look  upon  the  art  of  teaching  as  an  easy  way  of  earning  a 
certain  sum  of  money,  and  that  is  about  the  extent  of 
thought  they  give  to  the  interests  of  their  scholars.  Such 
teachers  usually  secure  a  position  for  only  one  term  in  a 
town. 

But  your  Board  are  of  the  opinion  that  school  ofificers 
and  teachers  are  not  alone  in  making  mistakes  in  our 
school  affairs,  for  we  regret  to  say,  that  parents  either 
take  their  scholars  from  school,  or  allow  them  to  absent 
themselves  from  school  for  what  seems  to  your  Board  to 
be  very  frivolous  reasons.  Allowing  us  to  judge,  this  is 
entirely  wrong;  for  occasional  absences  can  at  best  be  but 
detrimental  to  that  degree  of  success  which  every  scholar 
should  receive  in  our  public  schools. 

We  urge  upon  parents  and  citizens  the  importance  of 
co-operating  with  school  officers  and  teachers  in  the  future 
as  those  most  deeply  interested  in  school  affairs  have  in 
the  past,  in  making  our  schools  more  and  more  efficient 
as  the  years  go  by,  until  they  reach  that  degree  of  effi- 
ciency which  would  be  desirable  to  all  friends  of  education.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Plainfield  : 

In  accordance  with  custom,  we  herewith  submit  a  par- 
tial report  of  the  school  work  done  the  past  year.  The 
Board  find  it  impossible  to  give  a  full  report,  as  the 
schools  in  divisions  Black  Hill  and  Spencer  are  still  in 
session.  Yet  we  feel  assured  the  work  accomplished  will 
be  satisfactory,  knowing  the  co-operation  of  pupils,  teach- 
ers, and  parents  to  do  all  that  can  be  done  to  make  a  suc- 
cessful school.  These  two  divisions,  in  the  Fall  term,  were 
unfortunately  visited  with  the  whooping-cough,  causing  a 
reasonable  excuse  to  close  the  schools,  which  were  not 
opened  again  until  the  Winter  term.  Miss  Colby,  at  East 
Plainfield,  on  account  of  sickness  in  the  Fall,  was  obliged 
to  give  the  work  over  to  Mrs.  Moulton  for  the  rest  of  the 
term. 

The  Meriden  division  was  taught  by  one  teacher  dur- 
ing the  Summer  and  Fall  terms,  but  this  Winter  it  seemed 
best  to  open  the  primary  room  again;  probably  another 
summer  the  schools  will  be  combined  as  last  year. 

We  find  in  some  of  our  schools  young  ladies  and  gentle- 
men who  have  made  the  interest  greater,  and  reflect  credit 
upon  our  teachers,  that  they  preferred  to  attend  the  dis- 
trict school  at  home  rather  than  enter  our  higher  schools 
at  an  age  when  they  need  the  restraining  influence  of 
home  discipline. 

We  have  exchanged  our  old  grammars  for  the  new 
English  text  books,  which  are  a  great  improvement, 
teaching  pupils  to  acquire  good  language,  by  use  and 
composition,  rather  than  set  rules  and  definitions.  We 
also  purchased  supplementary  reading  for  some  of  the 
advanced  pupils,  and  feel  well  paid  in  the  understanding 
manner  in  which  they  read  at  the  closing  exercises. 
Physiology  has  been  successfully  taught  according  to  law. 
Teachers  and  scholars  have  given  this  text  book,  which 
is  so  full  of  useful  instruction,  a  good  deal  of  attention 
and  without  doubt  the  rising  generation  will  be  profited 
thereby. 
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There  have  been  new  fences  built  around  the  school- 
yards at  Meriden  and  at  the  Plain,  which  were  greatly 
needed;  also  the  out-buildings  were  newly  sheathed  and 
whitewashed  inside.  We  would  ask  you  to  consider  the 
need  of  new  seats  and  desks  in  some  of  our  school  rooms, 
and  at  our  annual  school  meeting  in  March,  vote  to  raise 
the  funds  for  the  new  seating  of  one  school  room  at  least. 

This  report,  which  is  only  a  little  glimpse  of  what  has 
been  done  the  past  year,  is  respectfully  submitted.

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To  THE  Citizens  of  Plainfield: 

The  wheels  of  time  have  made  another  revolution 
and  we  are  again  brought  to  the  time  when  we  are  called 
upon  to  make  our  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  your 
schools  for  the  past  year.  The  same  general  thoughts 
respecting  the  subject  of  education  naturally  recur  from 
year  to  year.  We  must  consider  how  we  may  best  ad- 
vance the  interest  of  our  schools  and  in  what  way  the 
culture  they  afford  shall  be  best  adapted  to  the  demands 
of  practical  life.  We  are  called  upon  to  enforce  a  system 
of  education  for  those  who  will  soon  mould  society  and 
supply  the  places  of  the  receding  generation. 

We  are  aware  that  our  schools  are  constantl}^  chang- 
mg.  W^e  assume  that  there  are  hardly  more  than  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  number  of  scholars  today,  of  school  age,  that 
there  were  even  a  score  of  years  ago  and  our  schools 
have  not  the  pupils  from  eighteen  to  twenty-five  years 
of  age  that  were  such  a  help  in  our  schools  in  years  past. 
Our  schools  at  the  present  time,  or  many  of  them,  are 
essentially  primary  and  we  should  appreciate  the  im- 
portant truth,  that  we  give  to  the  first  years  in  the  school- 
room the  most  careful  and  thorough  instruction  in  the 
rudiments  of  knowledge.  In  the  present  age  when  the 
opportunities  of  self  culture  have  so  greatly  increased 
and  where  one  having  the  starting  point  of  a  mind  well 
grounded  in  the  first  principles  of  knowledge,  can  go  on 
by  himself  to  the  acquirement  of  a  liberal  education  in 
after  life.  We  urge  upon  parents  the  importance  of 
showing  to  their  children  that  not  so  much  depends  upon 
the  work  they  do  in  school  as  the  way  they  do  it.  We 
would  that  their  instruction  might  be  more  thorough  than 
expensive. 

We  will  not  make  a  detailed  statement  of  each 
school  or  teacher.  On  the  whole  we  think  we  have  been 
very  fortunate  in  the  selection  of  our  teachers,  mistakes 
have  been  made,  but  whenever  practical  and  possible  it 
has  been  the  purpose  of  your  Board  to  avoid  making  a 
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change  of  teachers  in  the  various  schools  from  term  to 
term.  We  believe  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  can  only 
be  maintained  by  carrying  out  this  plan. 

We  have  maintained  no  school  in  the  "Hersey"  dis- 
trict during  the  year.  The  scholars  from  that  district  be- 
ing brought  to  Meriden  at  a  small  expense,  being  much 
less  than  it  would  cost  to  have  maintained  a  school  there 
and  the  scholars  have  more  schooling  and  better  instruc- 
tion than  they  could  have  had  in  this  district.  We  have 
made  arrangements  for  scholars  to  be  educated  by  private 
instruction  or  by  conveyance  to  nearest  schools  where 
there  were  only  one  or  two  in  a  division.  Many  of  our 
winter  schools  are  still  in  session,  but  we  feel  that  we  can 
say  that  every  one  is  a  success  and  much  interest  is  mani- 
fested by  pupils,  teachers  and  parents.

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To  THE  Citizens  of  Plainfield: 

During  the  past  year  your  School  Board  has  main- 
tained a  school  in  nine  different  districts,  two  of  the  dis- 
tricts having  had  two  terms  apiece,  the  others  three. 
Those  having  two  terms  had  21  weeks  each,  and  those 
having  three  from  24  to  29.  The  aggregate  number  of 
weeks  being  233,  average  length  of  term,  24  8-9.  Num- 
ber of  pupils  registered  during  the  last  school  year,  182; 
male  87,  female  95.  Number  of  visits  of  parents,  citizens 
and  others,  321.  We  have  made  as  few  changes  as  possi- 
ble in  our  teaching  force,  and  have  employed  only  12  dif- 
ferent teachers,  2  male  and  10  female,  in  teaching  our  25 
different  terms  of  school,  all  of  whom,  with  a  single  ex- 
ception, had  had  some  previous  experience  in  teaching. 
Highest  wages  paid  per  month  $32;  lowest  ^22. 

The  Harper  Geography  in  use  throughout  the  town 
since  1883,  has  been  replaced  by  the  Redway  Natural 
Series,  a  book  copyrighted  in  1898,  which  has  been  adopt- 
ed in  several  adjacent  towns,  and  which  we  hope  will  be  a 
standard  for  years  to  come.  The  cost  to  the  town  of  this 
exchange  was  .^77.40  We  have  also  introduced  a  some- 
what larger  line  of  supplementary  reading  than  has  been 
used  heretofore.  The  reseating  of  the  school  room  at 
Meriden  begun  last  year  has  been  completed  and  a  n  ew 
floor  laid.  This  room  is  now  provided  with  41  of  the 
strongest  and  most  durable  desks  that  are  made  today. 
The  entire  cost  of  these  repairs  was  $184.51,  of  which 
$75  was  expended  last  year  and  S109.51  this  year.  At  the 
Plain  the  old  stove  and  pipe  has  been  replaced  by  a  new 
one.  The  unexpended  balance  reported  this  year,  is  some- 
what larger  than  usual,  owing  to  the  closing  of  some  of  our 
winter  schools  sooner  than  we  expected.  We  had  intend- 
ed to  run  our  winter  schools  10  weeks  each,  but  on  ac- 
count of  the  large  amount  of  sickness  among  teachers  and 
pupils,  were  obliged  to  close  three  of  them.  The  Roll  of 
Honor  for  the  year,  especially  that  part  of  it  which  con- 
tains the  names  of  those  who  have  attended  three  terms 
without  an  absence,  is  much  smaller  than  usual  for  the 
same  reason.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Meriden,  in 
said  town  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  n^xt  at  ten  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Art.  I.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  three  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
Collector,  one  Library  Trustee  for  three  years  and  all  other  necessary 
town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to 
pay  outstanding  notes  and  interest,  and  all  other  necessary  town 
expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges,  above  the  amount  required 
by  law,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
to  pay  the  School  Board  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  highway 
leading  from  the  junction  of  the  roads,  near  and  east  from  the  W.  A. 
Martin  place,  so  called,  to  the  junction  of  the  new  road  at  the  foot  of 
the  Pearson's  Hill,  so  called. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  highway 
leadmg  from  the  "Old  Turnpike"  road  near  the  R.  T,  Cross  place,  so 
called,  to  the  Snow  place,  so  called.

To  THE  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plainfield: 

In  reviewing  the  school  work  of  the  past  year,  we 
feel  a  certain  degree  of  pride  in  the  excellent  qualifica- 
tions of  our  teachers  to  whom  the  children  of  our  public 
schools  have  been  entrusted,  and  in  the  universal  co- 
operation of  parents  with  teachers  in  this  important  work 
of  helping  train  as  great  a  man  or  as  great  a  woman  for 
intelligent  citizenship  as  each  child  is  capable  of  becom- 
ing. 

A  series  of  Arithmetics  by  Prof.  Milne  have  taken 
the  place  of  the  Fish  series  which  have  been  used  for  so 
many  years  giving  good  satisfaction.  Supplementary 
Reading  is  a  success  with  the  larger  pupils,  and  changed 
from  one  school  to  another  (getting  only  a  few  of  a  kind) 
gives  a  variety,  the  cost  being  but  little  more  than  Fifth 
Readers. 

The  vertical  writing  is  taught  in  all  our  schools,  being 
much  more  legible  than  the  slant,  giving  the  pupil  a  free 
position  of  the  hand  and  body,  so  much  to  be  desired  in 
growing  children. 

Spelling  has  been  made  especially  interesting  by  the 
offering  of  prizes  to  the  pupils  missing  no  word  for  an 
entire  term.  At  East  Plainfield  the  teacher  of  the  winter 
term  held  an  old  fashioned  spelling  school,  giving  to  the 
district  an  evening  of  pleasure  and  profit  for  which  she  is 
to  be  commended.  We  were  fortunate  to  have  teachers 
a  part  of  the  year  at  Meriden  and  the  Plain  who  taught 
drawing.  Most  of  the  parents  realizing  the  benefit  as 
well  as  pleasure. 

Our  English  has  been  taken  up  in  a  practical  way, 
pupils  are  learning  how  to  compose,  and  some  of  the 
compositions  written  and  read  by  them  at  the  closing  ex- 
ercises were  worthy  of  praise. 
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It  seems  proper  and  just  that  the  coming  men  and 
women  should  be  early  informed  upon  the  influence  of 
alcohol  and  the  various  narcotics,  therefore  it  has  been 
taught  by  books,  chart,  and  talks  by  the  teachers  in  nearly 
every  school  in  town,  and  if  the  committee  appointed  by 
the  local  W.  C.  T.  U.  had  visited  and  examined  the  pupils 
on  this  subject  they  would  have  found  them  intelligent. 

The  school  houses  at  "Penniman,"  "Spencer"  and 
Plain  have  been  painted  and  repaired  in  other  ways,  add- 
ing much  to  the  looks  and  convenience.

To  THK  Citizens  of  thk  Schooi.  District  of  Plain- 
field: 

At  the  close  of  another  year,  we  are  called  upon  to 
give  an  account  of  our  stewardship  of  the  work  done  in 
our  public  schools.  We  realize  that  our  educational 
conditions  are  continually  changing.  New  problems 
are  presented  each  year,  that  require  thought  and  study 
to  ascertain  what  is  best  for  the  proper  management  of 
our  schools. 

It  will  be  well  for  us  to  remember  that  the  scholars  in 
our  common  schools  are  spending  not  more  than  two 
thirds  as  many  years  in  the  schoolroom  as  they  did  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago.  This  requires  increased  work 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil.    Your  Board  has  endeavored 
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to  arrange  the  work  so  that  pupils  may  complete  the 
more  important  branches,  doing  the  work  so  that  they 
may  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  for  admission  to 
High  School  or  Academy. 

We  would  impress  upon  parents,  the  wisdom  of 
encouraging  their  children  to  make  thoroughness  the 
essential  feature  of  every  subject  taken  up.  Again  we 
urge  upon  parents,  the  importance  of  visiting  their 
schools  often,  and  by  so  doing  encourage  both  teachers 
and  pupils  to  renewed  efforts  in  all  directions.  Our 
registers  show  that  but  comparatively  few  parents  have 
visited  their  schools  even  once  during  the  year.  Ouy 
schools  are  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  and 
our  citizens  should  each  take  a  personal  pride  in  them 
and  aid  school  affairs  and  teachers  in  increasing  their 
efficiency  from  year  to  year. 

Our  teachers  have  in  the  main  been  faithful  to  their 
trust  and  labored  diligently  for  the  interest  of  their 
pupils.  We  trust  that  all  have  taken  pride  in  their 
work  and  will  look  back  in  after  years  with  satisfaction 
upon  the  efforts  put  forth  for  their  pupils,  rather  than  to 
look  upon  their  vocation  as  an  easy  way  of  earning  a 
given  amount  of  mone}^ 

The  attendance  has  not  been  as  regular  as  we  could 
wish.  We  believe  that  parents  should  make  their 
children  see  the  importance  of  punctuality  in  school  at- 
tendance, for  we  cannot  expect  that  pupil,  who  is  occa- 
sionally absent,  to  do  school  work  equally  well  with 
one  who  is  in  attendance  regularly.  And  let  us  remember 
that  even  these  little  habits  formed  in  school  days  will 
follow  us  through  life. 

Let  us  look  well  after  the  interests  of  our  public 
schools,  remembering  that  upon  them  and  their  efficiency 
depends  the  safety  of  our  Republic.

To  THK  Citizens  of  the  Schooi.  District  of  Pi^ain- 


Your  School  Board  began  the  work  of  the  year  un- 
der trying  circumstances.  Our  school  meeting  was  not 
held  till  nearly  time  for  schools  to  begin,  and  on  account 
of  the  fever  epidemic  of  last  Spring,  some  teachers  whom 
we  expected  to  secure,  disappointed  us, occasioning  delay 
and  extra  expense. 

The  spelling  books  which  have  been  used  in  Plain- 
field  for  more  than  a  decade,  and  now  out  of  print,  were 
replaced  by  new  ones.  The  old  histories,  some  of  which 
were  indeed  ancient,  were  replaced  by  "Montgomery's 
American  Histories,"  thoroughly  up-to-date  works. 
Cyr's  new  readers  were  introduced  and  have  been  found 
excellent. 

Our  new  State  law  which  requires  towns  to  pay  the 
tuition  of  all  pupils  who  attend  and  do  passable  work  in 
Academies  and  High  Schools,  brings  added  responsibil- 
ities to  our  schools.  We  must  so  far  as  possible,  make 
our  common  schools  thorough  fitting  schools  for  the 
Academy  and  High  School.  Examinations  for  admission 
to  Kimball  Union  Academy  will  be  held  at  the  Academy 


field: 
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at  the  close  of  the  Spring  and  opening  of  the  Fall  terms. 

We  agree  with  our  State  Superintendent  that  fewer 
schools,  but  better  graded  ones,  would  be  an  improve- 
ment upon  our  present  system.  Much  better  work  could 
be  done  if  two  or  three  towms  would  unite  and  engage  a 
Superintendent  according  to  a  recent  law^  authorizing  the 
State  to  pay  part  of  such  expense. 

We  are  pleased  to  see  so  many  visits  reported  from 
the  parents  in  many  of  the  districts  and  to  note  the  co- 
operation of  the  parents  with  the  teachers  to  make  each 
term  a  success.  We  would  especially  thank  Mr.  F.  A. 
Rogers,  of  the  True  District,  for  the  use  of  a  room  in  his 
house  for  school  purposes  during  the  Winter  term. 

We  are  very  sorry  for  the  record  made  in  East  Plain- 
field  Disticts;  the  reason  for  the  shortage  is  that  in  the 
Spring,  Miss  Doty  was  obliged  to  lose  some  time,  on  ac- 
count of  sickness,  and  in  the  Fall,  the  first  teacher  re- 
signed after  two  weeks,  on  account  of  the  circulation  of 
adverse  criticisms  in  regard  to  her. 

Another  teacher  took  up  the  work  the  following- 
Monday,  but  could  not  remain  as  she  was  unable  to  find 
board.  Miss  Doty  was  again  hired  but  she  met  with  no 
better  success  in  finding  board. 

Again  we  would  urge  greater  punctuality  and  more 
regular  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  and  would 
impress  upon  every  parent,  the  duty  of  visiting  school 
once  a  term.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

The  teachers  of  the  different  schools  for  the  past  year  have 
done  good,  faithful  work,  and  are  .to  be  commended  for  the 
interest  they  have  manifested  in  the  pupils  under  their  instruc- 
tion. The  practice  of  retaining  teachers  for  more  than  one 
term  has  prevailed  to  a  large  extent,  and  has  had  an  influence 
for  good  in  the  school  so  favored. 

A  new  birch  floor  has  been  laid  in  the  East  Plainfield 
schoolhouse.  New  seats  are  needed  to  replace  the  old  benches 
now  in  use,  and  the  town  should  appropriate  money  for  this 
purpose.  One  side  of  the  roof  of  the  Brook  schoolhouse  has 
been  shingled;  the  other  must  be  shingled  this  3'ear,  and  the 
inside  of  the  building  painted.  The  citizens  at  the  west 
end  of  the  town  desire  a  graded  school  at  the  Plain.  This  will 
call  for  a  new  schoolhouse  with  two  rooms,  or  an  addition 
to  the  old  one.  This  subject  will  be  presented  for  considera- 
tion at  the  annual  school  meeting. 

We  are  using  at  the  present  time  the  following  series  of 
books:  Cyr  Readers  with  supplementary  reading  consisting 
of  Carpenter's  Geographical  Readers,  Mrs.  Dana's  "  Plants 
and  their  Children,"  Dr.  Lockwood's  book  on  Birds,  "and 
Williams' Choice  Literature ;  Normal  Spellers;  Metcalf's  Eng- 
lish Grammar;  Milne's  Arithmetic,  with  Dunbar's  for  sup- 
plementary work ;  Natural  Geography  ;  Blaisdell's  Physiology; 
Duntonian  Vertical  Writing  books ;  Montgomery's  History; 
and  Dole's  American  Citizen. 

Our  registers  show  frequent  visits  by  the  mothers;  why 
not  by  the  fathers  ?  The  knowledge  that  friends  are  interested 
in  him,  and  will  visit  the  school  in  order  to  learn  of  his  pro- 
ficiency, is  a  great  stimulus  to  a  pupil  to  do  his  best. 

In  order  to  secure  the  best  results,  students  must  attend 
regularly.    This  coming  one  day  and  staying  away  the  next 
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results  in  poor  work  on  the  part  of  the  student,  and  hard, 
unsatisfactory  work  on  the  part  of  the  teacher.  Students 
enter  the  Academy,  in  many  cases,  with  a  poor  preparation. 
For  this  poor  fit,  the  students  themselves  are,  in  a  measure, 
responsible,  because  of  irregularity  in  attendance. 

In  order  to  secure  the  services  of  good  teachers,  the  town 
must  pay  fair  wages;  otherwise,  young  women  will  not 
remain  with  us  for  any  length  of  time.  It  is  rather  a  difficult 
matter  to  secure  the  services  of  competent  teachers  for  our 
small  schools,  inasmuch  as  the  pay  is  too  small  to  make  it  an 
object  for  desirable  young  women  to  take  these  schools  and  to 
keep  them.  If  our  young  people  are  to  receive  a  good  fit  for 
the  Academy  or  for  life,  the  town  must  raise  money  enough  to 
secure  the  services  of  enthusiastic  teachers  for  its  small  schools 
as  well  as  for  its  large  schools,  and  to  keep  every  school  in  ses- 
sion for  at  least  thirty  weeks  in  the  year.  Then,  if  parents  see 
to  it  that  the  scholars  attend  regularly,  our  schools  will  send 
out  young  people  well  fitted  for  their  work.  The  Academy 
does  not  desire  students  who  are  not  thoroughly  prepared  for 
course  work,  and  would  refuse  admission  to  any  such  if  the 
town  would  make  it  possible  for  even  the  smaller  schools  to 
keep  scholars,  and  to  give  them  a  suitable  fit.  At  present  it  is 
oftentimes  advisable  for  the  Academy  to  accept  a  young  per- 
son who  is  poorly  fitted,  rather  than  to  refuse  him  admission 
and  to  send  him  back  to  a  school  where  he  will  be  unable  to 
get  a  fit,  no  matter  how  long  he  might  stay. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  teachers,  and  pupils  for  the 
courtesies  shown  us  in  our  work  ;  particularly,  Mr.  Rogers  of 
the  True  division  for  giving  the  use  of  a  room  in  his  own 
home  for  the  winter  session,  and  for  the  donating  of  dry,  hard 
wood  during  the  whole  year  for  school  use.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  citizens  of  PlaitiBeld : — 

We  herewith  present  you  the  annual  report  of  the  man^ige- 
ment  of  the  town  schools. 

During  the  past  year  your  schoc^l  board  has  maintained 
nine  different  schools.  Each  school,  with  the  exception  of  the 
one  on  Methodist  Hill,  has  had  three  terms  of  work.  The 
School  Board  think  it  wise  with  the  situation  as  it  is  in  this 
town  to  keep  open  these  nine  schools.  With  the  schools  as 
small  as  most  of  them  are,  the  teachers  certainly  have  an 
unrivalled  opportunity  to  help  the  individual  student. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  an  excel- 
lent corps  of  teachers.  Our  town  girls  are  making  most  satis- 
factory teachers  and  we  desire  to  retain  their  services.  Each 
of  our  "out  of  town  "  teachers  is  experienced,  and  their  work 
also  has  been  excellent.  We  believe  it  will  be  impossible  to 
maintain  our  standard  of  teachers  for  the  coming  year  at  as 
small  a  salary  as  was  paid  them  during  the  past  year. 
Experience  and  success  speedily  demand  increased  remunera- 
tion. Some  ol  our  best  teachers  leave  the  service  of  the  town 
because  we  are  not  able  to  compete  with  the  neighboring 
towns  in  the  matter  of  wages.  It  seems  unfortunate  that  we 
are  obliged  to  lose  our  town  girls  after  we  have  given  them 
sufficient  practice  and  experience  in  teaching  to  assure  recog- 
nition of  their  ability. 

Until  the  present  year  the  situation  as  to  the  school  on 
Methodist  Hill  was  very  unsatisfactory.  Early  in  the  spring 
your  Board  met  that  of  Enfield,  and  made  the  following  agree- 
ments:—  Plainfield  shall  maintain  twenty-three  weeks  of 
school,  shall  keep  the  sclioolhouse  in  repair,  and  furnish  books 
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to  all  the  pupils ;  Enfield  shall  pay  her  per  cent  of  the  expense 
for  teachers'  wages  and  for  wood. 

The  number  of  visits  by  parents  and  friends  is  larger  than 
in  some  years  past.  This  indicates  a  gratifying  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  our  schools. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Porter  and  to  Mr.  Woodward  of 
the  Brook  division  for  donalting  their  services  in  beautifying 
the  school  yard  ;  to  the  people  at  East  Plainfield  for  raising 
money  for  curtains  and  windows;  to  the  teacher,  students^ 
and  friends  of  the  Brook  School  for  the  flag  and  pole  which 
they  so  kindly  procured  and  presented  to  the  town. 

The  Whitaker  School  is  the  only  school  in  town  where 
every  pupil's  name  is  on  the  roll  of  honor  for  the  entire  year. 

Following  will  be  found  the  section  of  law  relating  to 
school  attendance,  the  roll  of  honor,  table  of  statistics,  and 
the  treasurer's  report.

CHAPTER   93,  SECTION  14 

Every  person  having  the  custody  and  control  of  a  child 
between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen  years,  residing  in  a 
school  district  in  which  a  public  school  is  annually  taught, 
shall  cause  such  child  to  attend  the  public  school  all  the  time 
such  school  is  in  session,  unless  the  child  shall  be  excused  by 
the  school  board  of  the  district  because  his  physical  or  mental 
condition  is  such  as  to  prevent  his  attendance  at  school  for 
the  period  required,  or  because  he  was  instructed  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  in  a  private  school  approved  by  the  school 
board  for  a  number  of  weeks  equal  to  that  in  which  the  public 
school  was  in  session  in  the  common  English  branches,  or, 
having  acquired  those  branches,  in  other  more  advanced 
studies.  Any  person  who  does  not  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  the  first 
ofiense  and  twenty  dollars  for  every  subsequent  ofiense,  for 
the  use  of  the  district.

Article  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the  purchasing  of  one  or  more 
road  machines. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any,  the 
town  will  vote  to  raise  for  the  support  of  an  annual  free  bed 
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in  the  Mary  Hitchcock  Memorial  Hospital,  also  appoint 
committees  or  make  reg-ulations  regarding-  the  same. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
the  gift  of  $150  from  Mrs.  Sophia  R.  Baker,  the  income 
of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
Stevens  lot  and  the  adjoining  lot  of  W.  O.  Kenyon  in  the 
Plain  Cemetery,  so  called,  also  to  see  what  rate  of  inter- 
est the  town  will  vote  to  pay  upon  this  fund.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Plain£eld  : 

According-  to  custom  we  respectfully  submit  our 
report  of  the  manag-ement  of  the  town  schools  for  the 
year  ending  February  16,  1905. 

FINANCES 

The  cost  of  the  schools  for  the  year  is  as  follows: 
For  support  of  schools  $1981  04 

Repairs  103  50 

Supplies  141  89 

The  appropriations  were  as  follows: 
For  support  of  schools  $1803  01 

Repairs  150  00 

Supplies  141  89 

As  will  be  seen  elsewhere,  we  were  obliged  to  open  a 
new  school  during  the  year.  Therefore,  only  by  rigid 
economy  and  by  reducing  the  number  of  weeks  in  the 
school  year,  did  we  manage  to  keep  within  the  appropri- 
ation. The  town  should  appropriate  this  year  at  least 
$300.00  extra  for  the  support  of  its  schools. 

Your  school  board  thought  it  advisable  to  open  the 
Spencer  school  last  spring  and  results  during  the  past 
three  terms  have  seemed  to  justify  us  in  taking  this 
course. 

Eight  of  our  ten  schools  have  had  three  successive 
terms  ag-g-regating  twenty-nine  weeks  for  the  year;  two 
had  only  spring  and  fall  terms  in  accordance  with  the 
parents'  desire. 

The  Methodist  Hill  School  was  conducted  along: 
the  same  lines  as  last  year,  Enfield  paying  its  propor- 
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tionate  share  of  the  cost  of  maintaining"  twenty-three 
weeks  of  school  during:  the  year. 

We  have  endeavored  as  far  as  possible  to  keep  each 
of  our  teachers  in  the  same  school  for  more  than  one 
term. 

This  prevents  any  break  in  the  continuity  of  the 
work  and  each  succeeding  term  shows  better  work  than 
its  predecessor.  We  are  pleased  with  the  standard  of 
work  maintained  in  the  schools  during-  the  past  year  and 
believe  that,  judged  singly  or  collectively,  the  work  done 
will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  other  years. 

We  would  respectfully  urge  all  parents  to  make  their 
interest  in  the  school  manifest  by  a  hearty  and  judicious 
cooperation  with  the  teachers  and  by  frequent  visits  to 
the  school-room.  Nothing  is  more  g-ratifying  to  teach- 
€rs  or  pupils  than  an  expression  of  generous  and  hearty 
interest  on  the  part  of  parents. 

The  citizens  of  the  town  could  also  manifest  their 
interest  in  our  schools  by  contributing-  pictures,  por- 
traits, or  engravings  suitable  for  school-room  decora- 
lion.  Our  school-rooms  need  to  be  made  more  attractive 
and  homelike. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  present  school-board,  schools 
where  the  average  attendance  is  less  than  six  should  not 
be  kept  open.  If  the  town  desires  its  committee  to  main- 
tain such  schools,  it  should  give  its  definite  instructions 
to  that  effect. 

We  keep  the  children  supplied  with  the  best  text- 
books, in  so  far  as  we  can.  This  year  we  have  intro- 
duced into  the  schools  the  Frye  geographies  and  the 
Heath  readers.  Both  of  these  texts  are  giving  excellent 
satisfaction.  The  Natural  geographies  and  the  Cyr's 
readers  are  still  in  use  in  many  of  the  schools.
